Student  Tour  to  Southern  Eu- 
rope, under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Stewart  Grow,  professor  of  his- 
tory and  political  science  and 
Dr.  Keith  Duke,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  geography,  will  visit 
16  countries  among  which  Eng- 
land, France,  Spain,  Portugal, 
Italy,  Yugoslavia,  Austria,  Ger- 
many, and  Switzerland,  where 
students  will  visit  the  Swiss 
Temple,  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  will  be  in- 
cluded.

The  response  of  the  student- 
body  to  the  Destiny  Fund  has 
been  terrific,  according  to  Bill 
Leach,  publicity  chairman  of 
the  Student  Destiny  Fund  com- 
mittee. 

Those  who  understand  the 
program  want  to  take  part,  said 
Leach.  The  committee  was  pleas- 
ed with  the  results  of  the  relig- 
ion class  collections,  but  said 
that  the  main  function  of  the 
class  visits  was  to  educate  the 
students  to  the  function  of  the 
Destiny  Fund. 

LEACH  EMPHASIZED  that 
although  the  recommended  min- 
imum donation  is  five  dollars, 
the  important  thing  is  that  each 
students  contributes  all  that  he 
can  afford.  Student  contribu- 
tions have  ranged  from  50  cents 
to  $1,000. 

The  goal  of  the  committee  is 
not  a monetary  one,  but  for  one 
hundred  percent  participation 
by  the  studentbody.  There  have 
been  many  examples  of  student 
sacrifices,  said  Leach.  Many 
have  given  all  they  possibly 
could. 

Every  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity student  will  be  visited  by  a 
member  of  the  committee  in  the 
next  week.

student  will  be  called  on  more 
than  once.

Students  who  contribute  Mon- 
day or  Tuesday  may  be  visited 
because  of  the  slowness  of  book- 
keeping. These  students  should 
inform  the  committee  member 
that  they  have  already  contrib- 
uted. 

The  committee  wants  to  make 
it  clear  that  no  student  is  being 
forced  to  give  to  the  fund.  The 
personal  visits  are  not  an  at- 
tempt to  “high  pressure”  sales- 
manship, but  the  simplest  and 
most  effective  way  to  contact  all 
students.
